An Objection to Il» Immediate Conslilcra-

IVlBdoin of tiio Appropriation of Tills

galleries were packed to the doors today 
nnd a long lino of people unable to gain 
admission, surged 
about the corridor?. 


Pii'Mie interest in the debate on the bill 
appropriating fifty million dollars for na- 
tional defense is on tiptoe. 


.On the floor almost every member was 


in his seat. 
On the'faces of. the leaders 


of both sides sat an air of stern resolu- 
tion, indicating deep appreciation of the 
business upon which congress and 
the 


country is entering, in making this vast 
appropriation for possible war. 


As soon us the journal was read, amid 


deep silence. Chairman' Cannon of the. 
appropriations committee, presented as a 
deficiency bill, the measure appropriating 
$00,000.000 for 
national defense. 
In- 


cluded in several other Hems was $100,- 
000 for coal for naval vessels. 


GREETED WITH APPLAUSE. 


When tlie reading concluded a spontan- 


eous outburst of applause went up from 
mcmbei-s and the galleries. 
Then Can- 


non and Savers, the latter representing 
the minority of the-appropriations com- 
mittee, proposed an agreement, they had 
privately made for a'throe hours' general 
•debR+r-on the bill to be-foiicxwed by one 
hour of dpba.tc under the live minute rule.

for an amendment, and when Cannon re- 
plied he did not know he objected.

Cannon spoke calmly and briefly, ex- 


plaining what was in the bill, and except 
the last item

Coming to that 
all-absorbing 


item, he said in the present critical condi- 
tion of nffuirs, the committee deemed it 
wise to appropriate this sum.'placing iU 
expenditure at the complete discretion of 
the president. 
Me referred to the com- 


mittee being unanimous in its action nnd 
had only changed the wording of the bill 
he presented ye,lcrday by making the 
appropriations available till January 1, 


lSOr>, instead of June SO, 189!>. 


Cannon pointed out that the money 


to meet the appropriation was already 
in the treasury and it would not be nec- 
essary to borrow money, or increase tax- 
•ition 
as almost any nation -on earth 


would 
have 
to 
do. 
(Applause.) 
JFe 


concerted the appropriation was extraor- 
dinary, to meet contingencies., but in- 
sisted" it must not be construed-as threat. 
Xotliiii" wns further from the minds of 
those who reported it. It was to be 
placed in the hands of'a wise and pain- 
otic executive to make preparations to 
maintain the national honor. It was not 
a

measure but a peace measure.

THE SAN JOSE SCALE. 


Treatment Advised by the Entomologist 


of tile Now Jersey Station. 


The treatment suggested. by J. B. 


Smith, entomologist of the New Jersey 
station, for tho San 3ose i^ale is in 
brief: Winter treat badly infested trees 
with either soap or ktiroseue, according- 
to circtiiBEtances, aud follow by oao, 
two or three summer treatments, as 
may bo fouud necessary. Whale oil soap 
is safer to trees in average hands than 
kerosene and sbonld be used where it ia 
likely to prove effective for that reason. 
He makes these suggestions: 


When trees and scales are dormant, 


the winter treatment is begun. If tba 
trees are young and not in bearing, with 
smooth bark, paint tba trunks aud 
larger branches so far as they nan be 
reached with whale oil soapsuds, two 
pounds in one gallon of water, and put 
it ou thoroughly, being ewe to get an 
inch or so below tbe surface to reach 
scales at that point. During a dry spell 
in January spray the upper parts of tba 
trees with a mixture of tbe same 
strength and aoain treat the trunk with 
the spray. In "February or March trim 
out carefully and cut every twig and 
branch that the tree can safely spare. 
The object of this trimming is to get rid 
of those small spnrs and twigs that are 
most difficult to wet thoroughly by a 
spray and which would be most like!y 
to harbor isolated scales. 


This treatment will kill'all but overy 


small percentage of scales, aud some 
trees will be entirely cleared. Thereaft- 
er the tr"es should be closely watched 
in early June. At about the 15tb of that 
mouth a very careful search should be 
made for crawling larvae. 
Every tree 


on which even ouo larva is seen should 
be marked and treated with either whale 
oil soap, a pound iu a gallon of water, 
or tbe mechanical mixture o'i kerosene 
and water, put on with an emulsion 
sprayer. If the winter and spring treat- 
ments were carefully made, few trees 
should need one in fall, and one year of 
careful work should clean any orchard 
of youug trees from scales. 


If the trees are large and in bearing,

Especially is'this the case where architects 
Oil soapsuds, two pounds in a gallon of 
water, can be painted in December ou 
the trunks and as far as caii be conven- 
iently reached on the main branches. In 
January or February spray tho entire 
trees with whale oil soap at the rate of 
only a pound in a gallon of water to 
avoid injuring fruit buds by the stronger 
mir.ture. Trim out carefully in llarch 
or at any time during tbo late winter, 
and when the buds begin to swell treat 
the entire trees with undiluted kerosene. 


All trimming should be done at least 


a month before kerosene is applied, and 
either a Vermorel or the finest Isixou 
nozzle should bo used, with sufficient 
force behind it to make a mistlike spray. 
Always select a clear, dry day, so that 
ihe kerosene may evaporate rapidly, and 
eeo that the trees themselves are dry. If 
tho trees are rough barked or scaly, go 
that the soap mixture will not readily 
reach all parts of the surface, use kero- 
sene at once on the trunks as well. The 
oil has the advantage of penetrating by 
its own properties, bnt it should bo 
sprayed rather than painted, so as not 
to get on too much. Never put it on so 
that it runs down the trunk and into 
the soil. 
You will be very apt other- 


wise to imd a dead tree in spring.
